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ON   INTO  THE   NIGHT 

A  few  weeks  ago  we  held  a  meeting  for  KPFA's  production  volunteers,  that 
large  group  of  stalwarts  who  man  our  control  room  and  announce  our  programs 
(often  simultaneously)  on  regular  weekly  shifts  and  without  monetary  compensation. 
The  meeting  was  partially  intended  to  commiserate  with  these  many  people  without 
whom  the  station  could  not  operate,  and  to  entertain  gripes  and  moans  about  the  way 
we  work  these  poor  people  to  the  bone. 

Instead,  we  were  confronted  with  one  principal  request  from  the  volunteers, 
voiced  virtually  unanimously:  that  KPFA  expand  its  time  on  the  air,  that  these  poor 
overworked  people  be  allowed  to  give  even  more  of  their  time  and  energies  to  the 
station.  As  one  engineer-announcer,  recently  turned  father,  put  it,  "I'd  rather  change 
records  for  KPFA  than  diapers  at  home."  Someone  else  volunteered  to  cover  any 
extra  hours,  any  day  in  the  week,  that  couldn't  otherwise  be  manned. 

Therefore,  in  answer  to  this  request,  which  has  also  been  voiced  many  times 
through  the  years  by  our  listeners,  we  push  on,  as  of  this  Folio,  to  a  midnight  signoff 
seven  days  a  week.  When  KPFA  went  on  the  air,  in  April  of  1949,  the  broadcast  day 
began  in  the  late  afternoon,  with  a  ninety-minute  shutdown  over  the  dinner  hour,  and 
a  return  for  a  few  hours  in  the  evening.  To  put  it  mildly,  things  have  changed.  God 
bless  our  volunteers.  

PROGRAM  NOTES:  Several  interesting  and  worthwhile  series  begin  in  this  Folio. 
We  begin  on  Monday  nights  a  series  of  lectures  on  the  history  of  American  literature 
conducted  by  Dr.  Byron  Bryant,  who  hangs  his  hat  at  KPFA  in  the  afternoons  and 
is  on  the  English  faculty  of  St.  Marv's  College  in  the  morning.  If  the  response  war- 
rants it,  we  hope  to  make  this  the  first  of  several  more  formal  ventures  into  educa- 
tional radio,  with  the  thought  of  obtaining  accreditation  for  the  offering  of  college 
credit  for  these  programs.  We  also  recommence  in  this  Folio  the  series  of  programs 
on  the  history  of  music,  conducted  by  our  Director  of  Music. 

Two  more  series  of  particularly  rewarding  Studio  Concerts  begin  also.  Eugene 
Gash,  a  young  Bay  Area  pianist  who  has  performed  to  high  praise  both  here  and  in 
the  East,  begins  a  series  of  monthly  concerts  that  will  include  the  complete  piano 
music  of  Debussy;  first  concert,  September  29th.  And  on  October  3rd  Bernhard 
Abramowitsch  begins  his  long-awaited  series  presenting  the  major  piano  music  of 
Franz  Schubert.  Mr.  Abramowitsch  should  need  no  introduction  to  KPFA's  listeners; 

he  has  been  identified  with  the  station  almost 
from  the  dav  it  went  on  the  air.  One  of  the  most 
distinguished  musicians  on  the  West  Coast  today, 
he  is  probably  unequalled  anywhere  for  the  range 
of  his  musical  sympathies  and  interests;  he  has 
earned  cheers  for  his  Bach  at  Carmel  last  year, 
earned  them  again  with  his  performances  of  the 
complete  sonatas  of  Beethoven  two  vears  ago  at 
the  University  of  California  (repeated  on  KPFA), 
and  again  for  his  many  appearances  in  some  of 
the  most  difficult  of  contemporary  scores  at  Com- 
poser's Forum  concerts  in  San  Francisco.
